THE PACERS' STANDARD

A Farther Separation Made Between the
Tro'ter and Side Wheeler.

Cricavo, April 7.—The most important
work done at the meeting of the American
Trotting Register Associntion was the separ-
ation of the trotting and pacing standards.
In the future the pacer and trotter will not
be registered under the same conditions.
The conaitions of the pacing standard are:

First—Any pacing stallion that has a
record of two minutes and twenty-five seo-
onds (2:25) or better, provided any of his get
has= a record of 30 pacing or he:tem
vided his elre or dam is alreadya
pacing animal.

Second—Any mare or gelding that bas a
pacing record of 2:25 ar better.

Third—Any horse that is.the sire of two
pacers with records of 2:35,

Fourth—Any hor<e is the sire of one pacer
with n record of %235 or better, provided he
hax elther of the following aaditional gualifl-
entions: (1) A pacing of 2:30 or better;
(2) is the sire of two other animals with
pacing records of 2:30; (5) has a sire or dam
that is already a standard gclmt animal,

Fifth—Any mare thas s produced a
pacer with a record of 2:25 or better.

Sixth—=The progeny of an standard pacing
horse when out of A standard pacing mare.

Seventh—The femnle progeny of astandard
pacing horse when out of & mare by a stand-
ard pacing horse,

Elghth—The female progeny of asmndard

icing horse when out 0° & mare whose dam

n standard preing matre.

Ninth—Any mare that has & pacing record
of 2:50 or betier whose sire or dam is a stand-
ard pacing animal.

Tenth—The progeny of astandard trotting
horse ont of a standard vacing mare ofa
standard paoing horse out of 4 stan
trotting mare.

The separatinz of the pacer and the
trotter was not unexpected. While a
compromise, it is also & mensure to head off
the X. A. T. H. II. Ragister in New York and
the new pacing remster published in Cleve-
lund. The trotting standard remains un-
changed.

The roads, a thing which the
farmer should be most interested in, were
allowed to go by withont meore than s men-
tion.

The principal feature of the dax’s session
was the evening address of Hon. John Dal-
zell. His subject was **The Relations That
Should Exist Between the Agriculturist
and the Manufscturer.” Fully 800 people
assembled to hear him, and when his name
was presented it was grested with a voeifer-
ous applause. All through his speech he
was interrupted by applause. In brief he
said:

“Being a member of the Republican
party and an advocate of protective tariff,
I have thought of the subject and I cannot
treat it strictly along the protective line to-
night, as this body is a non-union one.

The Origin of Wealth,

It 4 man has to
spend half a day mannfacturing he cannot
properly do his larming.

How to Increuse the Farmer's Wealth,

dustry that it did not go to ruin. Suppose
we locate some manufaoturers In this same
community. There will then be an increase
of the farmer's wealth. He will then be
able to follow Dhic wvocution and
can produce  double his  formbr
amount. Wealth does ~ not consist
in possession. To ownn ton of silver and
Le able to sell itlo no one makes itasworth-
less as u ton of stone. Farmers' products
are the same. To piace manufacioriesin
such a community gives the furmera mir-
ket, and no one can say that a home market
is not the best in the world. Every manin
the community now has an epportunity to
l‘ft his genius shine in its own chosen direc-
